killed. 
The prisoners, who had been lodged in 
the W alsenherg jail, were taken to the 
coroner's inquest at Rouse in the a fte r ­ 
noon. At the conclusion of the session 
Df the day the prisoners were loaded into 
the wagon and started back to the jail.

BALL SENT INTO AN AMERICAN 
MAIL STEAMER. 


The Allianca’s Salute By Dipping Her 
Colors W as Answered By 
Solid 
Shot and Serious International Com­ 
plications May Follow—News From 
Foreign Countries. 


New York, M arch 13.—The Am erican 
mail steam ship Allianca, while proceed­ 
ing from Colon to New York, the m orn­ 
ing of M arch 8 sighted a barkentine 
rigged steam er under the land off Cap** 
May, the eastern edge of Cuba, which 
headed directly tow ard it. At 7 o'clock, 
when two and a half miles d istant, it 
hoisted the Spanish flag, which w as sa­ 
luted by hoisting the A m erican ensign 
and dipping it. which act of courtesy 
was answ ered by the Spaniard. At 7:15 
the Spaniard fired a blank cartridge to 
leew ard, which w as soon followed by 
another. 
The 
Am erican 
ensign was 
again hoisted and dipped, but the course 
and speed of the ship was not changed, 
as no hostile dem onstration w as a n ti­ 
cipated, as the Allianca was more than 
six miles off the land at the tim e. The 
Spanish m an-of-w ar was not satisfied, 
however, w ith even the double salute 
to its flag, hut proceeded to chase the 
Am erican a t full speed, and seeing th at 
out.

Both factions began arm ing them selves 
and a t last accounts were expected to 
come together a t any m oment. 
The w ork of the mob w as done to 
avenge a peculiarly brutal crime. At 7 
o’clock M onday m orning two men en 
route to work a t Rouse discovered A. J. 
Hixon, proprietor of a saloon, in a dy­ 
ing condition an eighth of a mile from 
his place of business. 
Mr. Hixon had 
been struck on the back of the head 
w ith a blunt weapon and w as uncon­ 
scious. He expired w ithin an bour. 
Ten days ago T. J. Brewer, pit boss of 
the Rouse, im ported a trained blood­ 
hound, which w as prom ptly summoned. 
The anim al tracked four men, who were 
arrested. Threat** of lynching were gen­ 
erally indulged in during the day and 
quite a num ber of men were scattered 
along Hie route to W alsenherg, but It 
was thought there was scarcely a possi­ 
bility th a t violence would be attem pted. 
Hixon w as popular with the Am erican 
m iners and general indignation pre­ 
vails. 
He w as an A rkansan, late of 
Texas, and w as 36 or 37 years of age.

C attle. 
W ashington, M arch 13.—In review ing 
an article by V eterinarians Boysen and 
Vollers on the im portation of A m erican 
beef cattle, the H ygienische R undschau, 
H am burg, under date of Feb. 15. says: 
’The au th o rs protest ag ainst the m is­ 
representations and fears which are 
scattered through the new spapers th a t 
tuberculosis exists in cattle in Am erica 
to an enorm ous degree and also th a t 
pleuro-pneum onia is still m ore preva­ 
lent and th a t the A m erican stock-rais- 
?rs are forced on this account to ship 
their cattle to Europe a t a m erely nom ­ 
inal price. In H am burg from the year 
18S9 to the present tim e there w’ere in all 
1,104 and in other G erm an cities alto­ 
gether 918 im ported cattle slaughtered. 
These anim als were subjected to a care­ 
ful veterinary inspection, not only be­ 
fore being slaughtered but afterw ard, 
It w’as im possible to find pleuro-pneu­ 
monia in a single case, w’hlle tubercu­ 
losis w’as present in only four of these 
animals. In twro of the latte r f*.e en­ 
tire carcasses w’ere condemned, w’hile 
with the other two it was only necessary 
to condem n single organs. Accordingly, 
only 1-20 of I per cent of the Am erican 
cattle W’ere affected w ith tuberculosis, 
while 20 per cent of the G erm an steers 
slaughtered in H am burg have been 
found affected. It is noticed parenthet- 
.cally that, stran g e to say, the Am erican 
cattle were entirely free from liver tro u ­ 
ble. The authors consider the condition 
of this stock as fully equal to th a t of 
the stock raised on the home meadow 
lands. Boysen and Vollers see a coni­ 
ng danger in the Am erican m eat for the 
Germ an producers and for the Germ an 
m eat trade, which is well founded not 
only on account of the lower price but 
In the high stan d ard of cattle breeding 
and in the perfection of the Am erican 
cattle. 
The G erm an stock-raisers are. 
advised to study the achievem ents of 
the A m ericans in the field of stock-rais­ 
ing and to exam ine and consider how 
tuberculosis, 
which 
is 
constantly 
spreading around them iii the G erm an 
stock, m ay be arrested .”
